PROGRESSIVE MOVEMENT. 


Determined Upon by Trinity Re* 


formed Chnrch. 


Trinity Reformed Church by a 


practically unanimous vote resolved 
to terminate the condition in the old 
graveyard surrounding the church 
shown in picture above and become 
progressive -in all surroundings of 
the church. They have Decided that 
the old unsightly graveyard must go 
with all impressions it gives to those 
viewing it. They have determined 
that the grounds must present a well 
kept lawn, pleasant to look at and 
of inviting appearance. 


These decisions were made* at a 
congregational meeting called for 
for the purpose where the whole 
matter was considered and determin- 
ed- The first resolution was to the 


effect that Trinity Reformed ihd St. 
James Lutheran Churches, the own- 
ers of the graveyard, would go into 
court to have the proper proceedings 
taken by which the entire title to the 
land will be placed in Trinity Re- 
formed Church. St. James had al- 
ready consented to go into such pro- 
ceedings, asking no return of any 
kind. When the legal proceedings 
have been put through Trinity will go 
forward with the proposed improve- 
ments. . - v

The first thing will be a careful 


survey of the graveyard and all 
graves located on a plot and blue 
prints made of the same ,so that the, 
exact location of all graves can be 
kept. 
The head stones will then be re- 


moved and preserved until the church 
is remodeled and plans will be made 
that they- can be preserved in some 
part of the building as tablets. 
The entire ground wfll be plowed 


leveled and seeded with grass 
and a beautiful la.wn will be develop- 
ed and so kept. 
_ A fence will be erected between 
the church yard and the High Street 
school buildings. Mr. Milton Plank, 
of Harrisburg, has already offered 
in the name of his mother to .build 
that part of the fence which will be- 
long to the church to erect. 
The 


older graveyard opposite the church 
on the south side of High street will 
be fenced in and the whole environ- 
ment will be given a progressive and 
well cared for appearance, such as it 
has long called for. 
,'It was further resolved that in the 
(jolden Book of Memory, which is 
being created by Miss Annie O'Neal's 
Sunday School class, a page will be 
devoted to every person buried in 
the grave yard, with description of 
stone and inscriptions at a cost of 
$1.00 a page, the money to go to the 
memorial pipe organ fund.

The 
commissioners - indicated that they 
were after a cut downward in the tax 
millage which would result from an 
increased assessment.

Whether the bill enacted in aid of

buildings and grounds, public lands, 
bridges, fisheries, dikes and dams and 
five appropriation bills. The only rea- 
son that there, are not more appro- 
priation bills is that huge stuns are 
covered up in "authorizations," un- 
der -which the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury is now borrowing money to run 
the government. 
The main, point of the President's 


letter is th_e claim that his adminis- 
tration is reducing expenses and that 
next year he believes taxation may 
be reduced to $3,500,000,000. 


Five days before the President's 


letter was written, Senator Reec 
Smoot (Rep., Utah), one of the 
recognized financial authorities of 
the Republican Senate, made a speech 
at the Rotary Club in Washington 
reported in part in the public press, 
as, follows: 
"Senator Smoot? told how he pre- 


dicted in 1918 that the expenses of 
the Government would never be- less 
than $5,000,000.000 and stressed ho\v 
the Treasury Department denied this 
statement at the time. 
"1 tell you now," said the Sena- 
tor, 'that within seven years from 
now the taxes of this country 
be $£.000,000,000.-"'

To Have U. S. Grades for Potatoes. 


As a. result of the hearings on 


standard potato grades, held at dif- 
ferent points in Pennsylvania, the 
Pennsylvania Department of Agri- 
culture, will establish and promul- 
gate standard grades for this state. 
Under the rules to be promulgated, 
all potatoes marked as "graded" anjj 
originating within the state, will have 
to conform, to the United States 
Standard grades, while ungraded po- 
tatoes will have to be so marked. 


Heretofore, potatoes packed for 


transportation 
could 
be 
marked 


"graded" and the packer or grower 
could conform to any standard he 
saw fit. The new rule, however, will 
bring about an observance of the 
grades that are in force in practi- 
cally every state where ^potatoes are 
produced on a commercial basis and 
it is believed that a. conformation to 
the U. S. grades will give Pennsyl- 
vania potatoes an- equal chance in 
the largfe markets, with the tubers 
from other states. 


The standard grade rules will not 


become effective until six months 
after .they are issued so that they will 
have little bearing on the 1921 crop, 
but will'be in full force for the crop 
of. 1922. At the, hearings conducted 
jointly, by the Pennsylvania Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and the U. S. 
Bureau of: Markets, not a single ob- 
jection was made to the promulga- 


tion of the grades.

"Red Paint Problem." so-called be- 
cause of the quantities of red ochre 
found in the graves in the cemeteries 
of these people. 


"The problem relates to a people of 


rery great antiquity, which were qmite 
different from Algpnkin or other tribes 
known in early Maine'history. The 
graves are so old that no bone* re- 
main. Tbe people seem related to 
tbe earliest Esquimaux. Only by the 
most careful hand-trowel work and 
minute observation during exploration 
of cemeteries or site* occupied by 
these people can we learn concerning 
their culture and antiquity. 


"In these grave* are found pecaUar 


gouges, hatchet blades, flint spear*, 
plmmmets,-long pendants, fire-stone* 
and iron pyrites, and occasionally 
chipped arrowheads, but the latter are 
not frequently found." 
-' 


A. H. Bridges of Watervffle, wbo 


has long been Interested In archaeol- 
ogy, called the attention of GOT. 
MUliken. not long ago to evidence* 
of the former existence of the Bed 
Paint 
Indians in 
certain burial 


grounds in Watervllle and Winslow. 


'•So far as known, the Red Paint 


men are the oldest culture of human* 
in North America," says Mr. Bridges* 
"They antedated pottery, as none has 
ever been found in their graves. 
They were spearmen, not bowmen, as 
only spearheads have been found in_ 
burials. 
They had no peace-pipes, 


so knew nothing of tobacco as the 
Indians did. 


"Stones for striking fire are common 


in graves; sheets of mica either for 
looking glasses or ornament are often 
found, gonges and spears and chisels 
were most common^ Instruments of 
stone, well made and some orna- 
mented. 


"They had a printed language of 


peculiar character as traces on a chisel 
have been found. More of the lan- 
guage characters will no doubt be dis- 
covered ar new cemeteries are ex- 
cavated. No stone axes have been 
found. 


"The most distinct and peculiar 


trait of these people is the use of red 
ochre from 3It- Katahdin region in 
their cemeteries, the stone implements 
being placed near each body In the 
ochre. Traces of these people are 
found along the Penobscot valley, 
Androscoggin river, and last summer 
John T. Kelllher of WatervUle located 
a cemetery on the Sebasticook river 
in Winslow." 


"After considering the method of 


burial and the character of imple- 
ments found in Red Paint graves." 
says Mr. Kelllher- "we can easily 
arrive at the conclusion that they 
were of a different stock from the 
historic Indian found here by the 
first Europeans, since it i»weli known 
that tS»e custom of laying the dead in 
a shallow grave bnd covering the 
body with a layer of ochre, or of red 
paint, was not practiced by the Cani- 
bas or Penobscot tribe of the Algon- 
quin, who held sway over the Kenne- 
bec river regions, nor of any other 
tribes of Indians in Xonh America." 


There have been discovered to 


Maine 18 of the so-called Red Paint 
cemeteries and there have been 400 
graves examined.
